DOWN IN THE TUBE

CLEANING UP THE PLATFORMS 

In alignment with President Trump’s focus on 
getting government clear of its arts programs, 
Commissioner Aspinall has announced that 
all funding for the arts on Hamptons Subway 
platforms will be ended and the money saved 
folded into the Subway Security Police’s budget. 
Ending will be the poster art shows at every 
station, the violinist stationed at the East 
Hampton Station, the rock group that performs 
at Westhampton Beach, the tap dancers in 
Hampton Bays, the hip hop group that holds 
forth at the Amagansett Station and the singing 
Hare Krishnas in Montauk. Riding the subway 


is a serious business. Because there are no 
railings where the trains come up alongside 
the platforms, people waiting for the subway 
can fall right down onto the tracks to be 
killed by an oncoming train, as you know. It 
hasn’t happened yet, but with all the swaying 
and foot tapping that goes along with music 
and other arts on the platforms, it is just an 
accident waiting to happen. Red and white wine 
from the East End will no longer be served at 
the kiosks on the platforms either. Who started 
that anyway? 


TUNNEL-BORING MACHINE FOUND 

At first we thought our giant subway tunnel- 
boring machine had been stolen. It was gone 
from the garage in our Montauk Yards where 
it is stored. It was as big as a garbage truck. 
Who would do such a thing? Then, last week, 
a sinkhole appeared in. Montauk, about a 
mile from the Yard. Montauk has never had a 
sinkhole. A Buick had fallen 20 feet down into 
it, and it was while a crane was lifting that car 
up that our boring machine appeared down 
there, coming in from the side to snatch and 
“eat” the car, before disappearing again. So the 


machine is under there. At any time, if you feel 
the ground shake and it’s getting stronger and 
stronger, please immediately call 911. Then run. 


SUMMER RENTALS AVAILABLE 

Last summer, without us really knowing the 
rules about summer rentals in the Hamptons, 
we made the mistake of running summer share 
operations in two of our subway tunnels. When 
the subway was built, storage rooms, accessible 
through large iron doors from the tunnel itself 
halfway between every two stops were built. 
They’ve never been used. Anyway, last spring 
we put 50 beds along each wall of the storage 
rooms between Southampton and Water Mill 
so young people who otherwise can’t afford 
the Hamptons would have a place to stay. 
$200 a weekend per bed. Couldn’t be beat. And © 
we did make a pile of money. Until the town 
police busted our operation. 

This year, we’re doing something different we 
hope the town will like. We’re offering up these 
beds for affordable housing for the elderly. 
We'll get around to ventilation, heat, running 
water and lighting issues soon. (The city kids — 
didn’t care.) Meanwhile, at $1,000 a month year- 
round, well, it’s perfect for golden years people. 
And the security—well, we lock the iron door 
every midnight. And from then until 7 a.m., well, 
it’s as tight as a bug in a rug.

SIDEWALK DINING IN SAG HARBOR 

The Hamptons Police are under fire this 
week after a video showing a man being 
forcibly removed from a sidewalk dining table in 
the village of Sag Harbor went viral. According 
to witnesses, the man featured in the video 
had sat down at a sidewalk table in front of 
a restaurant and had proceeded to unpack 
a picnic he had brought for himself. “It was 
a pretty nice spread he had going on,” said 
one witness. “He had a baguette and a round 
of brie, a small jar of cornichons, grapefruit 
halves and a nice bottle of rosé. He seemed 


very contented.” The managers of the 
restaurant, on the other hand, were not so 
content with the man’s choice of location 
for his picnic, and they asked him to leave. 
The man_ refused, contending that the 
sidewalk on which the restaurant’s tables are 
located is public property, and therefore fair 
game for anyone who wants to sit at them. 
After approximately 20 minutes of an 
increasingly belligerent back and forth between 
the man and the restaurant staff, the police 
were called. Video of what transpired next 
appears to show the police hauling the man, 
kicking and screaming, into a waiting police van. 
Because of the man’s desperate unwillingness 
to give up his table, the police were required 
to use considerable force against him. “I felt 
bad,” remarked one onlooker. “His jar of 
pickles went flying, and his grapefruit went 
face first onto the sidewalk.” The Hamptons 
Police are a conducting a review of their 
handling of the incident. Meanwhile, the 
question of who is allowed to sit at sidewalk 
tables remains unresolved. 


AT SEA IN NORTH SEA 

The strange spectacle of a pickup truck in the 
water off of Noyac on Thursday morning, a sight 
that mystified authorities, was partly explained 
on Saturday after police were able to locate the 
owner of the vehicle. Lyndon Zoig, to whom the 
truck is registered, explained to authorities that 
he had recently purchased the truck, and that 
the previous owner had represented to him that 
the truck was equipped with a flotation system. 
“He paid a substantial premium to the previous 
owner thinking that this truck could double as 
a boat,” explained Hamptons Police spokesman 
Larry Hirsch. “Of course, he discovered the 
deception as soon as he got’a few yards out 
into Noyac Bay.” Mr. Zoig had been able to 
swim to shore, but did not contact authorities 
right away because, according to police, he was 
embarrassed about having been so gullible. 
“Turns out he’ll be taking the ferry to Shelter 
Island like the rest of us,” quipped Hirsch.

5 Saescattl I went to YouTube to watch 
something but got waylaid, as usually 
happens, by some riveting thing they have 
on the screen when you get there. On this 
day it was video of the 2014 tsunami in 
Takashima, Japan that killed 40,000. It was all 
here, the houses getting carried away, the huge 
wave, the earthquake, the fishing boats sailing 
down Main Street and all the screaming and 
hollering. I felt bad about it after watching it. 
Those poor people. 

Then I went to the video I wanted to see, 
which has already been viewed 120 million 
times, when the doctor was pulled out of his 
seat on a United Airlines flight and dragged 
down the aisle because he had been randomly 
selected to be one of four people needed to 
solve the airline’s not having enough seats for 
the flight. People screamed, “Oh my God,” and 
“I can’t believe it” and so forth and so on. I was 
absolutely horrified at this. Nobody should 
ever have to be treated this way. Indeed, the 
CEO of United, two days later, said exactly that. 


Which is worse, a tsunami or a guy taken 
roughly off an airplane? No contest. 

Another news item in the Hamptons involves 
football—another area where we are finding 
new ways to relate to one:another. 

It’s about the East Hampton High School 
football team. As you know, we’ve come a long 
way with this. 

In my time, two generations ago, if your bell 
got rung in a high school football game, the 
coach would take you out, come over, take off 
your helmet, rub your head and then tell you 
“walk it off.” You'd taken a hit for the team. 

Nowadays football is considered a frightening 
sport for anybody under the age of 12, which is 
fair enough. As far as the high school teams go, 
for the protection of the kids, the state looks 
closely at the “conferences” of teams, so teams 
from larger high schools play against teams 
from other large high schools, and teams from 
smaller high schools play against teams from 
smaller high schools. 

Several years ago, a few kids from Pierson 
and Bridgehampton High, which have never 
had football teams, were allowed to be bussed 


over to play for East Hampton High School, 


- if football was a sport they wanted to play. 


Why should they be deprived of such an 
opportunity? As a result, the powers that be 
in the state did new mathematical calculations 
adding the entire school populations of Pierson 
and Bridgehampton and so jacked up the level 
of play for the East Hampton High School 
because now they were a “bigger” school. They 
did this even though there might be only one or 
two kids from the two other schools trying out. 
In this higher level conference, East Hampton 
was visibly smaller than their opponents out on 
the football field and with only heroic effort was 
able to beat them. 

Anyway, three months’ ago, _ East 
Hampton High petitioned the state to bring 
them down to the lower school population 
conference they'd been in before, and, in 
explaining the situation, had high hopes that 
the bureaucrats would understand. East 
Hampton even offered, if they went back down 
to that notch, to forgo eligibility for playoffs 
in that lower division for a time, just in case 
their team, when (Continued on next page) 
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coming down to the smaller school level, 
stood out, so to speak. 

Last week, the state replied. Too bad. 
East Hampton High would continue to be 
scheduled against some of the biggest high 
schools on Long Island. So on a fine Saturday 
afternoon next fall, when you hear the 
marching band out on the football field by 
the high school, pull in and park and head up 
into the stadium to watch the game. 

I betcha there will be some moms filing 
lawsuits against both the state and the school 
as the result of this. It’s always the adults who 
are at fault when a bigger kid beats up on your 
littler kid. We’ve come from just “walk it off” 
to seeking damages. Our school taxes have 
ballooned in recent years. Sue me.

Early this morning, there was trouble with 
my email. I got an email from some company I 
never heard of, suggesting that I hire them to 
swat away attempts to crack into my email and 
plunder it. I was disturbed by this, thinking it 
might be a wolf in sheep’s clothing. So rather 
than marking it as spam, I deleted it. An hour 
later, I got another email from them, thanking me 
for my interest in their company, and this time, 
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surprisingly, listing some personal information 
about me that would not be generally known 
and, if I needed them, all I had to do is reply. I 
deleted that, too. 

Finally, I should like to comment on the 
phenomenon of self-driving cars. As you 
know, humans, particularly drunk humans, die 
and kill others on the road. The numbers, 
just in America, are staggering. Every year, 
30,000 people die from auto accidents. But 
nobody seems to care about that, because we 
drive to where we want to go and that’s a price 
that has to be paid to get there. 

Meanwhile, robots are excellent drivers. Self- 
driving cars have been driven by robots for 
millions and millions by miles by Google, Ford, 
Uber and Tesla as they test out robot cars 
in traffic on the public streets of Pittsburgh, 
San Francisco and Phoenix. Then, last week 
in Phoenix, there was an accident where a 
self-driven car collided with a car driven by a 
person.

Apparently, people in America feel 
that one accident with a robot car is too 
many. Well, they’re wrong. You’ve read 
this first in Dan’s Papers.

Something about this made me think of the 
case of Daniel Pelosi, who is in prison serving 
a 25-years-to-life sentence for murdering Ted 
Ammon in East Hampton in 2001.

Five Days in the Land of Satchmo & the French Quarter

s the last snowstorm of the winter swept 

through the Hamptons, my wife, Chris, 
and I decided we should take five days, go 
down to New Orleans and enjoy the warm 
weather there. 

She’d never been there. I’d been there only 
once, and that was for an overnight. I recall a 
lovely downtown area called Jackson Square. 
I recall that the new Superdome was under 
construction. And I recall having breakfast at 
Brennan’s, a restaurant famous for breakfast in 
that era. Having breakfast that morning was our 
Vice President. His Secret Service men stood 
around. Spiro Agnew had a big breakfast. So 
that’s how long ago this was. 

New Orleans is one of the strangest cities in 
America. In my mind I had considered it to be 
a centerpiece of jazz, Mardi Gras, the French 
Quarter, Bourbon Street and Creole cooking. 
I was right about that. I also believed it was a 
port city on the Gulf of Mexico and that many 
people there spoke French. I was wrong about 
both of those things. New Orleans is on a bend 
of the Mississippi River about 10 miles up from 


the coast. As for French, there aren’t even any 
French restaurants in town that I could find. 

The city was founded in 1746 by the French. 
They built a stunning little French port town 
here, a remarkable collection of two- and 
three-story row houses, 12 blocks long and 
10 blocks deep. The streets were narrow 
and cobblestoned and the buildings fronted 
on the second and third floor with beautiful 
outdoor patios laced with iron railings. You 
could almost jump across the street one to the 
other. This is all here today, and you would 
never believe you were in America, walking up 
and down these streets. 

But if the French Quarter is of-a-piece—go 
to the Spotted Cat for jazz, the French Market 
for fresh fruits and vegetables, Jackson Square 
for art, hippies and outdoor jazz concerts, go 
to Bourbon Street for the nightlife scene and 
for the Harper Lee Warlock fortune tellers—the 
rest is spread out and much like any small city 
in America. 

It is a city of universities, skyscrapers, oil 
refineries, beautiful parks, trolley cars, a 
Harrah’s gambling casino, grand 19th century 
English mansions, southern plantations, 


an aquarium, wetlands and a huge lake the 
back of which has great fishing. There is 
also still stuff leftover from Hurricane 
Katrina. All of the above are not in the French 
Quarter, which went through the hurricane 
unscathed. Also not in the French Quarter 
are the Superdome, the nearby marshlands 
and what is ranked by TripAdvisor as the 
fourth best tourist site in America (and the 
best tourist site in New Orleans), the 
$1B Museum of World War II. 

Chris and I made really good use of the five 
days we were there. We stayed at the Whitney 
Hotel, a historic hotel that started life downtown 
in 1909 as the Metropolitan Bank. Everything is 
just as it was when it was a bank. The reception 
area is in a space that had been for safe deposit 
boxes. The restaurant is in what was the grand 
bank lobby with the teller windows. The bank 
vault is now a conference room. There are 
20-foot ceilings, chandeliers, elevators that go 
up to where the law offices and business offices 
once were. This is a historic place that cannot 
be altered in any way. It is beautiful, Victorian 
and splendid. And one part of it on the ground 
floor, behind a large (Continued on next page) 
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panel separating it from the restaurant, is 
indeed the branch of the Whitney Bank. So bank 
business is still done here. 

The Whitney, while small, is centrally located 
about four blocks from the westerly boundary 
of the French Quarter. It’s amid skyscrapers 
downtown. It’s a good place to stay. And it 
is very accessible by trolley car to any of 
the attractions you might like to go to in 
New Orleans. There are six trolley car routes. 
The cost is $2.40 a ride. And they take you 
everywhere, but not into the French Quarter. 
And that begins to explain why downtown, and 
the Garden District, and the War Museum and 
the Superdome seem to have nothing to do with 
the French Quarter, either. Indeed, the Mardi 
Gras parade doesn’t even pass through the

French Quarter anymore. The floats are too big 
to fit down the streets. They pass along Canal 
Street, the main boulevard of New Orleans that 
separates the French from the English. Which, 
as those in the know know, is really what is 
going on here. 

We took the St. Charles Trolley car about a 
mile out of town (80 cents for seniors) to a tour 
of the Garden District, an assemblage of huge 
8,000-square-foot English mansions on five or 
six acres each (one is owned today by Sandra 


Bullock, another by John Goodman). You might 


have thought you were in the wealthy Mayfair 
Section of London. How could this be? 

“Canal Street kept the French on one side and 
the newer arrivals, the English and Americans 
on the other,” our guide, a Mrs. Jane Orr, told 
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us. “They could go there to shop. Shake hands. 
But never meet.” 

New Orleans, founded by the French in 1740, 
was meant as a trading town for the home 
country. There were just the Indians here. The 
French exported furs and everything else from 
upstream. New Orleans was a rough sailor and 
pirate town. q

But by 1800, the French were getting 
tired of having an empire in the Americas. 
They were at war with England. The Spanish 
were present and, for a brief time, took over 
New Orleans. Then the Americans came 
and said we wanted it. Napoleon happily sold the 
Americans New Orleansin 1804, andalsotheentire 
Louisiana Purchase that subsequently became 
13 new states all the way up to the 
Canadian border. The cost was about 2 cents 
an acre. 

From there on in, the French Quarter went 
through booms and busts, while the area to the 
west of the Quarter became a true American city 
with great years of prosperity. Thus was founded 
the downtown, the refineries, the skyscrapers, 
the trolley cars and the Superdome, with the 
money made used to build the great mansions 
of the Garden District. “Bob Dylan rented one of 
these mansions in the 1970s,” Mrs. Orr told us. 
“One morning he was seen through a window, 
playing the piano in his living room, naked. 
It was soon made clear to him he could not 
remain in town.” Perhaps in the French Quarter, 
if they’d have him. (In those days, the Garden 
District was the City of Lafayette. It merged into 
New Orleans around 1900.) 

Probably the best way to get a sense of New 
Orleans is to take the 250-foot-long Natchez 
Riverboat cruise that leaves the dock on the 
river at the French Quarter every morning at 
11. You will see where the Battle of New Orleans 
was fought in the War of 1812. You will see the 
refineries down the way. You will see the barges 
coming up and down the Mississippi, which, 
by the way, is very muddy here. There are no 
tides. It just roars along. There’s a jazz band on 
this boat, a classic New Orleans lunch, dancing, 
you can visit the engine room with its 1830 iron 
transmissions and steam boilers chugging the 
craft along by paddlewheel. 

Walk the Old Quarter. We listened to a 
great jazz group at the north end of Jackson 
Square. Enjoy a classic creole fish chowder 
at the Red Fish at the corner of Bourbon 
and Canal. Have fine crab soup and baked 
oysters at the Annunciation, watch the films 
of Hurricane Katrina at the Presbyére, which 
fronts Jackson Square, and visit the World War 
Il museum and take the tours “Road to Tokyo” 
and “Road to Berlin” and have a malted in the 
canteen afterwards. In the great hall there are 
B-24 bombers hanging from the ceiling and a 
WWII landing craft—12,000 of which were built 
by Higgins for the Normandy Landing right here 
in a factory in what is now the Artsy Warehouse 
District of New Orleans.

Please tell us how the famous musicians 
you'll be portraying in “Lost Legends” have 
influenced you professionally and personally? 
I grew up when these artists were megastars. 
I hadn’t decided to become a musician yet. 
“Space Oddity” is the most perfect song ever 
written.

“Stay.” The chords are similar and | ended it 
with “Come with me and you'll be in a world 
of pure imagination...” Eerily, two weeks later 
[April 21, 2016] Prince died, and Gene Wilder a 
few months later. No more covering living idols. 
How do you honor these artists by performing 
their work? 

By putting my heart and soul into it—it means 
that much to us. 

Do you find audiences request songs by famous 
performers more once they have passed on? 

No, actually. We’ve always had “Ashes to 
Ashes” and “Let’s Dance” in our repertoire— 
since we started. We do stuff that moves us. 
“Ashes to Ashes” is such a study—such a funky 
song, but so unfunky at the same time. | marvel 
at that song. It’s an individual, unique song 
that’s 100% David Bowie. He did this in so many 
genres. I don’t know if his characters dictated 
the music or vice versa. 

[In the band] the biggest Bowie fan is a toss- 
up between me and our guitar player, Jeff. 
[New Life Crisis bandmate] Rob is the biggest 
Prince fan. I’m probably the biggest George 
Michael fan because of his voice—because I’m a

Can you discuss your experience as an artist in 
communist Poland, specifically the difference 
between working then as opposed to working 
after the fall of communism? 

I worked as a graphic designer at one of the 
main weekly political magazines in Poland. 
Because it was political and because we had 
Russian censorship, graphic designers tried 
to find the double or triple meanings of words 
or pictures to fool, at least a little bit, Russian 
censorship. It was very stimulating. Later, you 
didn’t have to. You could get lazy and say what 
you want to say. 

Did you find that working under communism 
was somehow more fulfilling? . 

Not more fulfilling. You always set the 

bar for yourself. If something gets too easy, 


you raise the bar. Intellectually, 
it was more stimulating. Maybe 
because I always worked. with 
people who were trying to play 
some joke, or trying to convey, 
in an innocent way, some snippet 
of information. Untangling it 
was always an adventure. Art is 
probably easier now, it’s much 
more commercial. 

How do commercial and fine 
arts differ in your experience? 

Sometimes commercial art 
is more demanding because you have to 
communicate the idea very clearly. If you don’t 
communicate it, it’s your fault. You have to find 
some other way. As a painter, if people don’t 
get what you want to say, then, oh well, maybe 
it’s their fault. Commercial art does not forgive 
you. For me, as a portrait painter, it’s always an 
effort to communicate who that person is—the 
character or essence of a person. If I can catch 
that, it’s always a pleasure. 

Can you talk briefly about b.j. spoke gallery 
and the importance of artists working together 
toward a common purpose? 

I'm thrilled with the gallery. I think 
it’s a blessing to have a group of people 
who all have the same interest. We talk 
about problems no one else would be 
interested in, solving problems of color or line, 
or about the importance of line in a picture. 
Sometimes we have a show with a theme 
or title and have to deliver work accordingly, 


and you have to work all the 
time because friends. are 
watching you (in a good way, 
no one is judging you). It’s 
good to have a group of people 
who support each other. 

Is there one piece of advice you 
received from another artist that 
has always stuck with you? 

A painter in Poland told me 
to persevere, don’t try to be a 
success, which is honest because 
you never know what success 
is. If you’re true to yourself, it’s the only way 
to excel in this field. Never repeat. In Poland 
they say if you start repeating you become not 
an artist but an artisan, because you repeat 
solutions that you already have. You have to 
strive for new solutions. Every piece has to be 
different and should be the next step on your 
personal path. 

Who are some of your influences artistcally? 

The portrait painters over centuries: Franz 
Hals, Velazquez, Rockwell, Sargent. 

The subject in your painting is reading, so 
I have to ask, what’s the last book you read 
which you absolutely loved? 

A book that’s important to me as a 
painter, the only book that completely shows - 
the intellectual process of painting, is The 
Forgery of Venus by Michael Gruber. Every 
sentence is precious. @3.

Indigo Girls Rock WHBPAC April 28th!

mily Saliers and Amy Ray met in elementary 

school in Decatur, Georgia, reconnecting when 
they attended Emory University in Atlanta. In 1985, 
they formed the Grammy-award winning folk-rock 
duo Indigo Girls. Though they’ve now each pursued 
solo careers, the band has always stayed together. 

“We're like family,” Saliers says of Ray. “It’s 
similar to a good marriage, where we support each 
other’s projects.” 

Starting this month, the duo will embark on 
an international summer tour, making a stop at 
the Westhampton Beach Performing Arts Center 
(WHBPAC) on Friday, April 28.

The show will feature Saliers, Ray and violinist 
Lyris Hung. “She’s amazing,” says Saliers of Hung. 
“We've been doing a lot of smaller venues lately,” she 
continues. “The focus and intimacy is so great, you 
can play anything.” The Indigo Girls will play their 
hits, songs from their latest album, One Lost Day, as 
well as solo work by both Saliers and Ray. 

Together, the Indigo Girls have produced 
15 albums—seven gold, four platinum and one 
double platinum. In 1990, they won a Grammy for 
Best Contemporary Folk Album for their second 
studio release, Indigo Girls. The album featured one 
of their best-known songs, “Closer to Fine.” 

Saliers reflects that the Indigo Girls have been 
able to stay together so long because “We’re very 
different, and we respect each other’s differences.” 
She lists their dueling traits: Ray is forceful, Saliers is 
thoughtful. Ray is a vegetarian, Saliers is a carnivore. 
Ray writes rock ’n’ roll songs, Saliers’s songs are 
more narrative. Because of their differences, they 
rarely collaborate when writing. They come together 
while arranging the music. “But, our values are the 
same,” says Saliers. 

Many Indigo Girls shows are tied to activism, 
supporting social causes, including feminist, human 
rights and environmental organizations. 

“Amy and I were raised to be community members,” 
says Saliers. “We like connecting to other people. 
Even if we weren’t musicians, we would be activists 
[but it] naturally followed that we would marry 
music with activism.” 

Though the Indigo Girls tackle serious issues, 
“the shows are happy,” says Saliers, as they seek to 
inspire people to become involved in the political 
process and to be agents of change. 

Soon, the Indigo Girls will perform a_ benefit 
concert for the Native America College Fund and for 
those affected by Standing Rock. 

Throughout their three-plus decades of success, 
Saliers says that the best part has been the fans. 
“They’re very loyal,” she says. “They always show up 
whenever we have a tour.” 


Her least favorite part of touring, however, is being _ 


away from her family—wife Tristin Chipman and 
four-year-old daughter Cleo. Saliers and Chipman, 
who was once a tour manager for the Indigo Girls, 
married in New York City in 2013. 

Technology has made life on the road easier, 
“but there’s nothing like being there,” she says. Her 
daughter loves her debut solo record, which is due 
to be released this summer. “I don’t know where 
and how music will fit-into her life,” says Saliers. But 
for now, “It’s an incredible feeling that she wants to 
listen to the songs.” 


Later this month, Saliers will go to Colorado to 
perform with the Colorado Symphony Orchestra. 
In addition to going on the road as the Indigo Girls, 
both Saliers and Ray will participate in the Four 
Voices tour this summer, where they'll perform with 
friends Joan Baez and Mary Chapin Carpenter. 

“There’s always something on the _ horizon,” 
says Saliers. BL

they do alter it in anyway, the will becomes void and 
no one will get their share. 

As you can imagine, there are plenty of errors, and 
not just spelling errors, in the script. This play within 
a play begins a little slowly, but by the second half 
you are fully submerged in the hilarity of the scenes 
unfolding before you.

he Sag Harbor Partnership (SHP) has, after 

months of negotiation, entered into a contract 
to purchase the Sag Harbor Cinema from long-time 
owner Gerald Mallow. 

First, and perhaps most important to Sag Harbor 
residents, the historic Art Deco facade will be rebuilt, 
replicating architect John Eberson’s original. The 
iconic blue and red neon “Sag Harbor” sign, which 
‘has been kept at Twin Forks Storage, will also be 
repaired and replaced. The group actually plans 
to have a temporary facade installed as soon as 
possible. “We have plans already drawn up, and the 
village has been wonderful about wanting to expedite 
the process,” April Gornik, Vice President of SHP, 
said via email. 

Now to the details. SHP hopes to raise funds 
from private “hero-donors” in order to continue 
the Cinema’s long tradition of programming, and 
to expand it by creating a new nonprofit, the Sag 
Harbor Cinema Arts Center (SHCAC). This new 
entity, according to a press release, is committed 
to education, outreach and programming for all the 
people of the East End. “Cinema is the new vinyl,” 
Gornik said, explaining “The old Quad in Manhattan 
just reopened, the Metrograph, a new art house 
there, has just become profitable. I anticipate that 
the SHCAC will be thriving more than ever. Cinema 
history is now.a part of our cultural history and will 
need to be taught, preserved and appreciated just 
like any other art form.” 

To that end, Giulia D’Agnolo Vallan of the Venice 


member of Film Forum’s finance committee, have 
laid the original vision for what will become a year- 
round, fully functioning Cinema Arts Center. Its 
programs will be built on the art house tradition with 
a variety of retrospective programs of international 
cinema, as well as educational initiatives tailored to 
the local schools and community, designed to take 
advantage of the wealth of artists and filmmakers on 
the East End. “There will always be a need for people 
to gather and experience something together— 
especially in a community growing and thriving like 
our East End community,” Gornik said. 

Plans for the new SHCAC include the preservation 
of the large, historic “curved scope” screen in the 
main theater, which will have approximately 250 
seats. A second, 150-seat theater, will be added; 
as will a smaller, 30-seat screening room, doubling 
as a classroom, on a second floor. A locally owned 
and sourced café will also be added. Award-winning 
architect Allen Kopelson, of NK Architects, has 
designed all this pro bono. 

How can we, the people, help? This year’s 
Big Tent party on Long Wharf, set for July 16— 
which last year raised over $100,000 for the proposed 
John Steinbeck Waterfront Park—will be raising 
money for the SHCAC. “We expect this year’s Big 
Tent party for the cinema to be a blockbuster,” 
said Nick Gazzolo, SHP President. “If we don’t raise 
funds,” Gornik says, “the true worst case scenario 
is something else going in. Many developers were 
talking to Mr. Mallow after the fire, and God only 
knows what could go up in the Cinema’s place. We

need hero-donors to step up and pledge [and] we 
have to know that we have sufficient money pledged 
by July 1 to make sure this a viable enterprise.” 

SHP’s status as a 501(c)3 means that all donations 
are tax deductible.

Pace’s Dockside a Hidden Gem in Mattituck

ucked away in beautiful Mattituck, Pace’s 

Dockside is a hidden gem on the North Fork. 
Gearing up for its fourth summer season. This 
family-owned and operated eatery is committed 
to offering the best of local cuisine the area has to 
offer, and sources its ingredients from the bounty 
around them. From produce to seafood, it doesn’t get 
any fresher than what Pace’s is cooking up. 

On a warm spring night, we were treated to 
an exceptional sunset view from inside the elegant 
yet comfortable dining room at Pace’s, while 
we sipped on glasses of chilled Barton & Guestier 
Chardonnay, a crisp and delicious choice. We 
started with a colorful organic beet salad, with 
red and orange beets, mandarin oranges, goat 
cheese, candied walnuts and a white balsamic 
vinaigrette. Beets and goat cheese are one of my 
favorite food pairings, and this version was bursting 
with flavor and freshness. The locally sourced 
produce is beautiful to behold, and I savored each 
bite. The tart and sweet dressing paired perfectly 
with the ingredients, and didn’t overshadow the 
sweetness of the beets. 

Next, we tried some of the starters offered 
at Pace’s. The most popular appetizer on the 
menu are the duck wings, sourced from nearby 
Crescent Duck Farm in Aquebogue. Tossed in a 
Hoisin sauce and sprinkled with sesame seeds, these 
wings were slightly sweet, smoky and incredibly 
tender. The meat all but fell off the bone, and the skin 
was.cooked_ until crispy.and_it nearly melted_in_ my.

mouth. A must try when you visit Pace’s. 

We sampled the clams casino, which exploded 
with tomato and bacon flavor. The oysters 
Rockefeller were delightful and cheesy, with the 
essence of spinach and garlic. The jumbo lump 


crab cake was_ perfection—pan fried until 
delightfully crisp on the outside, the inside 
bursting with chunks of sweet crab, served 


with a basil aioli, although I enjoyed mine with a 
few splashes of fresh lemon juice. 

Pace’s prides itself on its fresh pasta, so the 
homemade Mafalda pasta, paired with shrimp 
and scallops in a fresh plum tomato sauce, was a 
necessity. Mafalda pasta is long like spaghetti, but 
crinkly, like the end of lasagna and it captures the 
fresh flavors in the sauce. The shrimp had_a little bite

and the scallops were seared on the outside 
and succulent inside—perfect. The fresh basil 
running through the dish created the most 
heavenly aroma. 

Pace’s Dockside filet mignon is a great 
choice for meat lovers. Served on a bed 
of gorgonzola mashed potatoes (hello!) 
with baby spinach, drizzled with an earthy 
Malbec demi-glace and topped with crispy 
fried onion straws, this beefy dish has huge 
flavor. Those frisée onions on top add a flair 
and a much-needed crunch factor to the 
dish—they’re just delightful. 

We tried a new entrée item soon to 
on Pace’s menu: pan _ seared 

swordfish in a buttery caper sauce. | 

don’t often eat swordfish, but this dish was 
so good. The fish was meaty and moist, and 
melted in my mouth. The caper sauce was tart, 
salty in a good way and creamy but not heavy, 
complementing the swordfish nicely. Served 
with mashed potatoes and perfectly cooked and 
seasoned vegetables, this one is sure to be a favorite 
on the new spring menu at Pace’s. 

We ended this incredible foodie experience 
with a few bites of dessert—luscious house made 
cheesecake, house made carrot cake (a Pace’s family 
recipe) and a chocolate lava cake that satisfied 
my sweet tooth. 

Owners Ron and Joanne Pace, along with their 
daughter and Restaurant Manager Kristina, and 
Chef Pedro Arriaga, have something magical 
going on at Pace’s Dockside.

1/2 teaspoon kosher salt 
1/2 teaspoon ground black pepper
